Explanations and Comments 


Jesus Teaches Respect For Law, 
Mark 12.13-17.. The Pharisees had 
resolved to compass the death of 
Jesus. How could. they accomplish 
this? They decided to attempt to en- 
snare Him in His talk, so that they 
could report something He said as 
treason, and thus secure from the 
Roman, Governor His death sentence 
( traftily keeping themselves in the 
background, they sent certain Phari- 
sees and Herodians to Him with that 
object in view. The Herodians were 
the court party, a small class who 
resented the Roman rule, but favored 
the kinship of the house of Herod and 
meant to be on good terms with the 
governmént at any cost. This 
alliance of Pharisees and Herodians, 


who hated each other, shows how 
great was their common hatred of | 
Jesus 

“Teacher, the deputation began, 
“we know that Thou art true, and 


carest not for any one; for Thou re- 
gardest not the person of men, but 
of a truth teachest the way of God.” 
By this preamble they meant that the 
question they were bout to propound 
was a dangerous one to answer, but 
they knew He was not afraid of con- 
sequences

It was learned from cabinet 
sources that the Dom‘nion hsa ap- 
pointed O. M. Biggar, K.O,, formerly 
the chief electoral officer of the Do- 
minion, to act with A. B .Hudson, 
K.C., representing the province of 
Manitoba, in the Actual drafting of 
the agreement which will be submit- 
ted to parliament and to the provin- 
cal legislature at the next session of 
these bodies. 

Prior to the appointment of these 
two lawyers to act as a committee, 
it had been stated that the proposal 
agreement already was in draft form. 
It is now stated that this was not the 
case. The officials of the interior de- 
partment, apparently had drawn up 
a rough outline of an agreement, but 
;had not attempted to cast it in final 
form. Mr. Hudson and Mr. Biggar, it 
is understood, had several lengthy 
conferences in Ottawa last week and 
this week, and while neither of them 
would discuss the matter, there is 
good ground for the belief that very 
rapid progress was made, and that 
except for a few points which must 
| be submitted to the two governments 
for decision, the agreement is rapidly 
taking on its final form.

Where To Locate, 
Dinosaur Remains 
os 
Geolégist Tells Of Best Places In 
> Saskatchewan ‘To Search 

Whete are'rema‘n# of prehistoric 
animals likely to be found in Sas- 
katchewan? The question is suggest- 
ed by the recent find’ng of the skull 
of a triceratops by Charles M. Stern- 
berg, of the Canadian Geological Sur 
vey, on the banks of Rocky Creek, in 
the Wood Mountain district, in South- 
ern Saskatchewan, 

“The principal formation in which 
remains of the dinosaurs including 
triceratops are found,” says Profes- 
sor F; H. Edmunds, of the Depart- 
ment of Geology, at the University of 
Saskatchewan, “are the Belly River 
beds laid down in inland lakes. 

“These extend into Saskatchewan 
from Alberta, from Artland in the 
north to Walsh in the south, and ex- 
tend eastwards nearly to Rosetown. 
In many places they are overla'd by 
glacial deposits in which these fossils 
would not be found, 

“Following the deposition of the 
Belly River beds, marine conditions 
set in and much of Saskatchewan was 
covered by the sea and muds, called 
Pierre shale, were, deposited. 

“Uplift of the latid followed with a 
return to dry land condit'ons in which 
dinosaurs could live, and some re- 
mains are found preserved in the 
sediments which were deposited in 
lakes and the triceratops of Mr. 
Sternberg is plaged in this strata. 

“Although dry land and inland lake 
conditions continued, the dinosaurs 
laved out, and the time of their ex- 
tinction marks: the end of the cretac- 
eous periods. Sed'ments deposited 
after this belong to the tertiary per- 
jod and are represented in Saskatch- 
ewan by the coal-bearing beds of the
